BE PROTECTED 


(Ry Uniwersal Servicer 
PAUL SMITHS, N, Y., Aug 17.- 
President Coolidge is firmly re- 
solved that the United States gov- 
erment shall employ every means 
within its power to protect the 


lives and property of Americans 
in Mexico. 


That declaration was made in 
positive terms in his behalf here 
(dday in the first review of the 
presidential attitude on Mexico 
since the Knights of Columbus 
appealed for a definite break be- 


' tween the two governments. 


President Coolidge, following tho 
‘conferences of three days with his 
secretary of state, has decided to 
adhere to his original intention to 
reject the appeal for cessation of 
diplomatic relations. 


» That there is no legal right 
under international law to inter- 
fere with such a purely domestic 
matter as the Mexican contest be- 
tween the state and the church 
was officially announced as_ the 
attitude of the President. 


But the government is fully de- 
termined.to prevent the rights of 
persons and property from being 
infringed, and will do what it can 
to see that they are duly respected 
it was declared. 


It was indicated that the rela- 
tionships between the two govern- 
ments have been harmonious. 

Mexico has already made large 
concessions to this government un- 
der the alien land laws, nguinst 
which Secretary Kéllogg had pro- 
tested, it was announced. A num- 
ber of Americans demands are ye 
to be determined, but these evid- 
ently are being negotiated through 
peaceful diplomatic channels with- 
out anger. 

President Coolidge has been in- 
formed of only one seizure of sup- 
posedly American property under 
the church laws during the con- 
flict between church and _ state, 
it was said. 

Ambassador Sheffield immediate- 
ly lodged complaint with the Mex- 
ican authorities, it was said. and 
was at once advised that the mat- 
ter would be adjusted. 

Under section thirty-three of the 
Mexican constitution, some Ameri- 
cans haye been “thirty-threed’’— 
expelled from Mexico, this govern- 
ment has been advised. 

Whenever complaint is mad. 
against these expulsions, Sheffield 
negotiates with the Mexican gov- 
erment, it was said. In some cas- 
es the orders of expulsion have 
been rescinded. Mexico contends, 
however, that she has complete 


jurisdiction over the behavior of | 


foreigners in her country just as 
the United States is able to make 
deportations under the immigration 
laws. 

It was indicated that the rela- 
tions between the two governments 
are far from the crisis stage, but 
that messages are being exchanged 
on the alien land laws, which, 
some Americans believe, will re- 
sult in confication of their pro- 
perty.
